National Forest Protection. 


During the current fiscal year the national government is spend- 


ing $600,000 for the construction of roads, trail-;, firebrakcs and tele- 
phone lines through the national parks and forest reserves for the 
protection of the growing timber against lire. The activity of the 
government is the result of the experiences with forest flics through- 
out the country last summer, when the destruction of growing 
timber by fire was greater and covered a larger area than in any 
previous year in twenty-five years. 
Tens- of millions of dollars' 


•worth of growing merchantable timber was destroyed last summer 
through forest fires, some of which may have been due to incen- 
diarism, but many of which w:-rc the result of carelessness of 
campers and shecphcrdcrs, while others \\ere traceable to natural 
causes. This State was a large sufferer from forest fires last vcar. 
[Vast areas o.f private and public timber land were burned over. The 
'lesson'\vas a costly one to all concerned. The government forestry 


• bureau took it to heart promptly and the representation made to 
Congress influenced it to wisely make a liberal appropriation to the 
bureau to carry out plans to minimize the danger from incipient 
forest iires. • 


The forestry bureau is culling out wide lanes in all of the na- 


tional parks and forest reserves which will serve as means of attack 
on any fires that may hereafter he started from any cause and pre- 
vent them from spreading. 
Jt is reasonably assumed that through 


•the agency of these lanes and the trails and roads constructed along 
them ii will be comparatively easy to confine any fire within the 
block in which it has been started. This is the plan which private 
owners of large areas of forest land have carried out for the pro- 
tection of their holding-;, and they have found it very effective. Then, 
again, 'he policy of systematically clearing out the underbrush and 
dead timber in the growing forests is another precautionary measure 
which s being carried out on both private and public lands. 
The 


unclerb -ush is really the chiief agent for the spreading of forest fires, 
for it i:. almost impo.-siblc for a conflagration to develop in a forest 
where Ihe underbrush has been removed. 
Indeed, the largest private 


owner of timber land in California is .spending many thousands a 
year removing the underbrush and the dead timber burdening the 
ground for the protection of the standing trees against the spread- 
ing of 'orest fires. It is the only rational method of conserving the 
timber still standing in the lorested ranges, and when this protective 
system is fully carried out forest conllagratinns will be next to 
imposs ble.
